2. Claims 1-4, 7-9 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Pannu , U.S. pat. No. 
6, 735, 741 . 

Pannu discloses a system and method for receiving content 
of an email communication comprising: 

a) receiving and displaying information associated with an email 
communication (first part) including information referencing a 
file/document stored on a plurality of content servers (see col 
4, lines 35-67 ) , 

b) analyzing the received information and determining a content 
server by selecting one of the content servers that is closest 
to an anticipated access point for the email communication where 
the closet content server is determined based on recipient's 
domain name and recipient's mail profile ( col 6, lines 3-52 ) , 

c) accessing and displaying the referenced file/document (second 
part) ( see col 6, lines 56-60 ) . 
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3. Claims 5-6, 10-11 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 
as being unpatentable over Pannu and further in view of Raz et 
al, U.S. pat. No. 6,311,221. 

Pannu ' s teachings are still applied as discussed above. 
Pannu also teaches that the referenced file can be of any data 
type including video file ( see Pannu's col 4, lines 40-41 ) . 
Pannu does not explicitly teach data streaming. The use of data 
streaming is well known in the art as disclosed in Raz . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize data streaming 
in Pannu because it would have allowed the user to view video 
without having to wait for the entire video file to be 
downloaded completely ( see Raz's col 1, lines 20-32 ) . 

Response to Amendment : 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 7/14/04 with respect to 
claims 1-18 are moot in view of new grounds of rejection set 
forth above .
